In response to a radio 
appeal for people wanting 
to join the swelling protest 
of Canadians against any 
move by the federal gov- 
ernment to change signs or 
insignia of the Royal Canae 
dian Mounted Police, Mavis 
Bauer of St, Albert, who 
describes herself as “a 
fighter when it comes to a 
principle’’ decided to organ- 
ize a petition by telegram 
for St. Albert. She soon 
discovered she had lots of 
support, 

Eileen Gibbon offered to 
help gather volunteers and 
within hours they had all 
they needed to man a table 
set up at Safeway store to 
accept signatures, Mavis 
was in for an hour Thurse 
day evening and Friday the 
volunteers were on duty 
from 5 = 9 p.m, starting 


again Saturday morning at 
ten, 

Five hundred and forty- 
two names were gathered, 
along with 10 cents from 
local people anxious to be 
included before the assis- 
tant manager at the store 
asked the women to discon- 
tinue about 6 p.m, Saturday, 

The women were bothdis- 
appointed and angry at this 
development, feeling that a 
very small majority had

Mr, Breadner, ‘‘has your 
organization decided on a 
population figure for St. Al- 
bert?’’ The guest speaker 
admitted that the Commun- 
ity Planning Committee had 
not come up yet with that 
information but, ‘‘we have 
a sub-committee workingon 
an economic feasibility 
study.’’

The Editor: 

We are coaches in the 
St. Albert Kinsmen Minor 
Hockey program at peewee 
level, but perhaps not for 
long after this airing of our 
views as critics. 

We both think (and may 
we add these thoughts may 
well be shared by others 
who are active and non- 
active in this sport), that 
the president of the Kins- 
mnt Minor Hockey Asso- 
ciation here, Mr. Fred Cal- 
kins, is a fine and outstand- 
ing personality and does a 
tremendous job inthat capa- 
city. However, as to refer- 
eeing, more can be said. 

The Warriors were play- 
ing the Monarchs in the 
arena at 4 p,m, Saturday, 
February 19, in what was to 
be a regular league game, 
but turned out more like a 
riot at the end of the game. 

When the Warriors bench 
cleared after the final buz- 
zer, the players and our- 
selves were not satisfied 
with the officiating, nor with 
the answers given to our 
enquiries regarding penal- 
ties handed out during the 
game, 

We are responsible for 
our team both on and off 
the ice. But two coaches 
cannot control a team of 16 
players at finger point when 
they tell us astory of very 
bad officiating, Brian Fer- 
guson was given a three- 
game suspension for swear- 
ing, which was later correce 
ted and he was handed a 
game misconduct in its 
place, Graham Brown was 
also given a game miscone 
duct for talking back to the 
referee. 

As captain of the team 
Graham may ask the offi- 
cial anything pertinent tothe 
game - his answer - game 
misconduct, On that parti- 
cular call it was noted he 
was not in the referee’s 
circle at the time. 

Our particular team has 
been given a two-minute 
penalty in previous action 
for delaying the game, when 
in fact the clock was stopped 
due to an injury, Yet onSat- 
urday our opposition suffer- 
ed no penalty in taking 45 
seconds to change aline with 
less than a minute to play 


the puck intentionally, yet 
for the same infraction on 
another occasion, a penalty 
shot was awarded to the 
opposition, Such actions take 
effect only in the last five 
minutes or final two minutes 
of a given game. 

In other words the rules 
are not enforced consisten- 
tly 100 per cent of the time. 

The organization preach- 
es good behaviour, fairness 
and sportsmanship at all 
times. We had one young 
player come off the icecry- 
ing after he was handed a 
penalty he was sure was un- 
fair, although we don’t think 
for a moment this is what 
the KMHA is trying todevel- 
op in their program. 

There is definitely some- 
thing wrong with officiating 
when a team is so upset 
that they are literally after 
the referee both during and 
after the game, 

This may be what makes 
kids from St. Albert play out 
of their home leagues and go 
into Edmonton, It cancreate 
a bad feeiing by a boy for 
an individual, unless check- 
ed by coaches, or he can be 
given an explanation by 
someone knowledgeable in 
hockey, 

We have known most of 
our boys for a number of 
years and we see a brand 
of hockey which mixes tal- 
ent and natures from mild- 
ness to robust aggressive- 
ness, which makes hockey 
the game it is. Nevertheless

We suggest, and stand to 
be corrected, that a rule 
book the Kinsmenuse should

This is the first of a 
series of articles by Mr,

The series has been 
developed from a study done 
by STOP (Save Tomorrow, 
Stop Pollution), last sume 
mer, Mr. Zimmer acted ag 
a guide and set up the plo» 
torial portion of the study, 
involving some 120 photos 
and six movie films, STOP 
engaged the photographer 
under the student summer 
work program, A brief bage 
ed on the Stop study will be 
presented to the provincial 
legislature in March, 


ARTICLE ONE 


Alberta’s greatest gift 
from nature is its natural 
forest environment, 

The natural forest en- 
vironment consists not only 
of a conglomeration of big 
and little trees more or 
less valuable as timber re= 
source, but consists of a 
multitude of smaller plants, 
which together with the trees 
form an interdependant en- 
vironment, It includes var= 
ious shrubs, berry-bushes, 
grasses, wild flowers, 
mushrooms, moss, lichens 
and so on, Most of these 
plants can only grow succ- 
essfully within the protec- 
tion of this environment, 

This interdependant rela- 
tionship becomes clearer, 
if it is understood that the 
taller trees provide neces- 
sary shade for the smaller 
plants, while the small seed- 
lings of big trees are de- 
pendant, during pro-longed 
dry weather, upon ground- 
moisture retained by the 
smaller plants, such as 
moss, etc, 

The natural forest envir- 
onment plays an important 
role in our total ecology. 

The many different kinds 
of plants found in our natur= 
al forest provide the habitat 
necessary for the success- 
ful survival of hundreds of 
different species of animals, 
These include all our woode 
land game, most of our fur- 
bearing animals, a whole 
range of other small mamm-= 
als, all sorts of birds, plus 
many kinds of insects, some 
of which, like the wild bees, 
butterflies, are in turn 
necessary for survival of 
certain plant-life by carry= 
ing on pollination, 

Natural forests regulate 
our supply of water, and 
provide our streams and 
rivers with a constant sup- 
ply of naturally pure, min- 
eral-enriched water, Rain 
water and water from melt- 
ing snow is_ temporarily 
stored by having to drip 
through a mass of branches 
into grass and moss, where 
it must trickle through a 
thick spongy maze of min- 
ute plant-fibres, The thick 
plant-growth prevents the 
water from gushing over 
the ground, and the water is 
Slowed down or stopped to 
seep into the ground, Seep- 
age through the maze of plant 
fibres, and through the 
ground, filters impurities 
from the water, while the 
water is at the same time 
enriched with trace-miner- 
als from the ground, Many

‘of these minerals are bene- 


ficial, if not necessary, for 
health of plant and animal 
life alike, 

When the water finally 
emerges from its travel be- 
low ground at a low point 
in the terrain, it provides 
the source for our constant 
supply of fresh water in our 
creeks, streams andrivers, 
The constant flow stemming 
from the fact that water 
entering the soil near the 
well willemerge sooner than 
water entering the soil at 


more distant points fror the © 


well, Without the protection 
of the forest environment, 
water would simply wash 
over the surface causing 
erosion, siltation, and flash 
floods followed by drying 
up of Wells and small creeks 
soon after dry weather sets 
in. 

Our forest environment 
also cleans and ‘‘scrubs”’ 
our air of pollutants. Car- 
bon dioxide exhaled by man 
and animals, and produced 
by all types of combustion, 
is reconverted by our fore 
ests into pure oxygen while 
the carbon is absorbed by 
the plants, Other forms of

pollutants are literally 
“scrubbed’’ from the air, 
Forest growth also slows 
down the air—currants and 
allows heavier-than-air 
pollutants to slowly settle 
to the ground. When the 
forest is moist due to pree 
cipitation this scrubbing 
action becom®s even more 
effective, as air-borne par= 
ticles are being caught by 
branches and growth, much 
in the same way as in a 
moist air-filter, These par= 
ticles are then washed into 
the ground during sub- 
sequent rains, and filtered 
from the water as described, 

Other plants which take 
their nourishment directly 
from the air, such as lich- 
ens, can absorb even such 
pollutants as radio-active 
fall-out directly from the 
air, The invigorating air 
we breathe in a forest is 
therefore not imagination, 
it is a natural fact, 

The combination of fresh 
air, shade, humidity and the 
scent of trees, shrubs and 
flowers, plus the serene 
quietness which is only in- 
terrupted by the occasional 
chatter of a squirrel, or the

sudden rise and stop of a 
sbird song, provides us with 
one more benefit from nat- 
ural forest environment, 
The forest is a place to 
recreate cur human aware- 
ness and spirit, a place to 
go for cleansing of our minds 
and souls, away from the 
noise and stench that has 
fallen over our cities. 

Besides these foremen- 
tioned important benefits, 
our forests provide us with 
lots of good harvestable tim- 
ber. By harvesting inacare- 
ful manner, such as cutting 
only every second tree ina 
stand of timber, we can 
harvest raw timber in per- 
petuity and protect our en- 
vironment as well, since 
nature will soon replace. the 
cut trees.

“YOUR FRIENDLY FAMILY CHURCH"

The week of Feb, 20 to 
27, 1972 is known as Baden~ 
Powell Week and I think itis 
fitting that we should com- 
mence a column which will 
appear twice a month in 
this paper, I am sure most 
of you know who BP is but 
for those who don’t let me 
give you a brief outline of 
his life and accomplish- 
ments, 

Lord Baden-Powell of 
Gilwill as he was to be known 
was born Feb, 22, 1857 in 
London, England, His father, 
an ordained clergyman, was 
noted scientist and a pro- 
fessor of geometry at Oxford 
University and died when BP 
was only three years old, 
BP was educated at private 
schools and upon graduation 
he chose a military career.
